Israeli assurances fail 
to convince Palestinians 


LONDON, April 12 (R) — British sub- 
marines blockading the Falkland Islands 
reported no encounters with Argentine war- 
ships Monday as U.S. peacemaker Alexander 
Haig met government leaders in a second 
round of shuttle diplomacy. 

Haig, the U.S. Secretary of State, returned 
from Argentina saying he brought some 
specific ideas to discuss with Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and her senior ministers 
on a diplomatic solution to the crisis. 

Eight hours after the blockade was 
imposed at 0400 GMT, the defense ministry 
said' tbe re has been no sign of any Argentine 
naval vessels inside tbe 200-mile “war zone” 
declared around the disputed islands seized 
by Argentina. 

The ministry said Sunday thataQ but two of 
Argentina's warships had been pulled back to 
ports on the mainland. 

On Monday, a defense spokesman said the 
two ships — a destroyer and a frigate — were 
still at sea but refused to say where. The 
spokesman said in a statement that after the 
imposition of the blockade no naval incident 
has been reported, nor have there been any 
repons of Argentine warships or naval aux- 
iliary vessels within the zone since it was 
established. 

Defense Minister John Nott had told 
Argentina that British submarines would 
attack without warning any Argentine war- 
ships in the zone. However, the British 
government was clearly hoping it would not 
have to do this as torpedoing an Argentine 
ship would almost certainly have sunk Haig’s 
peace mission as well. 

The defense ministry refuses to say how 
many submarines are in tbe area, but there

Thatcher to call

LONDON. April 12 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher, announced Monday 
(hat the House of Gammons will be recalled 
from recess on Wcdncsw^y when she will 
brief parliament on U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander M. Haig’s peacemaking efforts 
over the Falkland Islands dispute. 


LONDON, April 12 (R) — Some of the 
world's most devastating conventional 
weapons are being lined up in the South 
Atlantic for a possible showdown between 
Britain and Argentina over the Falkland 
lriands. 

As Britain's naval blockade of the 
archipelago began at 0400 GMT, several 
British submarines — at least two of them 
nuclear-powered — were understood to be 
cruising in the area. 

Their tigerfish torpedos, which can break a 
ship's back and sink it in minutes, could be 
used if Britain carries out its threat to sink on 
sight any Argentine warships within 200 
miles of the islands. 

The Hunter-killer submarines, whose pre- 
sence has not been denied by the British 
government, are among the most advanced in 
the world. The British Navy says they are 
almost undetectable and their advanced 
sonar system can pinpoint any enemy ship up 
to 40 miles away. 

Behind them. Britain’s main 27-ship battle 
fleet continues its 7,000-mfle. voyage from 
England to tbe Falklands, for what could be 
the biggest naval engagement since World 
War II. 

Argentina, the world** eighth largest coun- 
try with arguably greater dire power than any 
other Latin American state, will be no mean 
opponent.

Official sources are giving no 
hint what ideas Haig brought with him when 
he flew in at dawn Monday from Buenos 
Aires after 10 hours of talks with Argentina’s 
military leadership. 

On arrival, Haig said only that they were 
developed on the basis of the United Nations 
Security Council resolution 502, which calls 
for Argentine withdrawal from the Falklands 
and a negotiated settlement. 

British officials said Mrs. Thatcher still 
insisted that Argentine forces must be with- 
drawn before there could be any negotiations 
over tbe future of the islands which have been 
ruled by Britain since 1833 and cl aimed by 
Buenos Aires since 1820. 

Haig had said after his first round of talks 
with Mbs. Thatcher in London last week that 
be was “very impressed” by the British 
government’s firm determination. At the 
meeting Mrs. Thatcher insisted on a with- 
drawal of Argentine forces before negotiat- 
ing. Mrs. Thatcher and Pym will find it more 
difficult this time to insist on a prior Argen- 
tine evacuation, observers said. 

The Argentines do not want to back down 
without receiving something in exchange and 
have shown Haig they are as determined as 
Mrs. Thatcher’s government and have mas- 
sive public support, especially after a 
300,000-strong demonstration in May 
Square in Buenos Aires during his visit 
Saturday. 

English officials were unwilling to specu- 
late publicly on the prospects of a negotiated 
solution. They said they had no knowledge of 
an Argentine proposal, reported by the 
American television channel ABC, to with- 
draw Argentine forces if Britain ordered its 
South Atlantic task force to turn back.

BEIRUT, April 1 2 (Agencies) — A Pales- 
tinian official Monday brushed aside assur- 
ances that Israel would not attack South 
Lebanon and said a strike was “expected at 
any moment.” 

“Our fighters are on full alert and pre- 
pared. We are expecting an attack at any 
moment” a Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion official, who declined to be named, told 
the Associated Press. Lebanese state televi- 
sion Monday said the situation was still 
“dangerous.” 

U.S. Ambassador to Israel, Samuel Lewis, 
who met with Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin after tbe Israeli cabinet held 
a six-hour session Sunday, announced he had 
received Begin' s assurances Israel had not 
derided to attack Palestinian position in 
South Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, President Ronald Reagan is 
dispatching Under Secretary of State Walter 
Stoessel, to tbe Middle East this week in an 
effort to defuse tension in the region, Deputy 
White House Press Secretary Larry Speakes 
said Monday in Washington. “The situation 
stiB remains tense in the Middle East,” 
Speakes said. “Once again, we are in rela- 
tively continuous contact with governments 
in the area to urge them to use the maximum 
restraint.” 


TEL AVIV, April 12 (AFP) — Israeli Vice 
Prime Minister David Levy Monday said 
Israel was ready to “stop” its planned AprO 
25 withdrawal from the Sinai if Egypt failed 
to respect the Camp David agreement in both 
spirit and letter. 

With only two weeks to go, this was the first 
time a minister dose to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin had spoken against the 
withdrawal, Israel previously insisting it 
would meet the deadline, observers said. “If 
the final withdrawal from the Sinai has to be 
stopped because of Egypt's persistance in not 
respecting the (Camp David) peace treaty in 
spirit and letter, then let h be stopped,” he 
told a congress of young militants from Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin’ s Herat Party', 
Israeli radio reported. 

“This is the position of the government and 
the government does not intend to go back on 
its demands.” he added, according to the 
radio. “The government demands that Egypt 
cancel all measures (it has taken) against the 
terms of the peace (treaty) and the govern- 
ment is certain Cairo will respond positively 
to Israeli demands," Levy said. 

Meanwhile, Israeli Foreign Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir Monday told U.S. Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Near Eastern and South 
Asian Affairs Nicholas Veiiotes. who arrived 
here after talks in Cairo, that he was 
“extremely concerned by the tightening links 
between Egypt and the "Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO).” 

. Shamir said be was particularly disturbed 
by the Egyptian peace plan, put before the 
nonaligned nations meeting in Kuwait last 
week, which advocated the establishment of a 


Palestinian Liberation Organization 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat has said 
Sunday he expected Israel to strike at Pales- 
tinian commando positions in South Lebanon 
and the commandos and their Lebanese, 
nationalist allies in South Lebanon have been 
put on full alert. Arafat has, however, given 
no indication the PLO would shatter ah 
eight-month-old ceasefire negotiated jointly 
by the United States and the United Nations.

Meanwhile, the Israeli Premier Menahem 
Begin said today Israel was showing “res- 
traint at the request of the United States” in 
refraining from attacking Palestinian posi- 
tions in South Lebanon. This was “to allow 
Washington to try to calm the situation in tbe 
region,” Begin said, according to Israeli 
radio. 

The radio quoted him as informing a 
delegation from tbe U.S. Senate Armed 
Forces Committee that Israel “will take all 
necessary measures to protect its citizens.”

NICOSIA, April 12 (AP) — Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein announced he was 
ready to withdraw his troops from Iran pro- 
vided there were guarantees that the withd- 
rawal would end the war. the official Iraqi 
News Agency reported Monday.

12 Arabs injured 
in fresh uprising 


TEL AVIV, April 12 (Agencies) — At 
least 12 Palestinians and three Israelis were 
injured Monday as Israeli soldiers clashed 
with demonstrators protesting against the kil- 
ling of several Arabs at A1 Aqsa Mosque 
Sunday. 

Military sources said five Arab youths were 
wounded when Israeli soldiers opened fire on 
crowds in the occupied Gaza Strip. Four 
demonstrators were wounded in Nablus on 
the West Bank and three were hurt in the 
Daheysha refugee camp on the outskirts of 
Bethlehem. The camp was placed under cur- 
few. 

Two Israeli civilians were wounded in 
Gaza when their car was stoned by demons- 
trators and soldiers were also hurt in a similar 
incident in Nablus. 

Palestinians also began a seven-day strike 
to protest against Sunday's shooting in which 
a Jewish-American gunman blazed away at 
worshippers with his M-16 automatic rifle 
before occupying the Omar Mosque for half 
an hour. 

The gunman was identified as Alan Harry 
Guttman. 38. According to Palestinian 
sources he killed five Arabs and injured 60 
others before being overpowered by Israeli 
troops. He wQi appear before a justice of the 
peace here Tuesday so that his detention can 
be extended, Israeli radio reported. 

Meanwhile, police sources said inves- 
tigators were checking whether Guttman 
belonged to the Kach Movement, the Israeli 
offspring of militant Rabbi Meir Kahane's 
Jewish Defense League in the United States. 
In a statement issued in New York, Kach 
called the attacker “a hero.” 

Military officials and police sources said 
Gunman was on active military service, doing 
a brief stint for immigrants over draft age. 
They claimed he was drafted two weeks ago 
and attached to a unit in Nablus, the sources 
said. 

All towns in the West Bank and Gaza res- 
ponded to a call by the Jerusalem Muslim 
Supreme Council to go on strike to protest 
the Sunday attack. Shops, schools and bus 
lines were closed and there were reports of 
slonings and roadblocks set up by Palestinian 
demonstrators in Ramallah, Nablus, 
Jerusalem and the southern Gaza Strip. 

Police and troops stopped a large proces- 
sion of Arabs marching down the main busi- 
ness streets of Jerusalem and arrested 15 per- 
sons, Israel radio and eyewitnesses said. 
Enlarged police and military patrols moved 
through the towns, and in Gaza, troops 
smashed the locks on several shops when 
businessmen refused to open them. 

Palestinian sources said demonstrations, 
accompanied by stone-throwing, took place 
in the neighboring Palestinian refugee camps 
of Kalandia and Jellazoun. Palestinian 
sources said police set up road blocks on the 
main road to occupied Jerusalem, to prevent 
movement by residents of both Ramallah and 
El Bireh. 

The strike also spread to Bethlehem in 
southern West Bank where the mayor. Elias 
Freij. told AFP that “the strike is very widely 
followed.” 

Meanwhile, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) Monday called for an 
urgent response by the Organization of 
Islamic Conference (OIC) to Sunday's 
attack. The newspaper Palestine Revolution 
said PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat had asked 
the OIC “to take swift action to confront this 
new crime.” Arafat also asked OIC to take 
whatever other measures it thinks fit” 

In 'Washington, the United States ' con- 
demned as an outrage the Gunman's attack. 

“We deeply deplore and condemn the 
senseless violence,” a State Department 
spokesman said. The spokesman said the 
U.S. extended condolences to all those who 
have suffered physically and spiritually from 
this outrage. 

“According to information available to 
U.S. this was obviously the work of deranged 
individual who has now been taken into cus- 
tody, he said. 

In Moscow, the Soviet Union charged 
Monday that Israeli army and police units 
took part in the attack “this crime was organ- 
ized not only by Zionist fanatics but also by 
units of the Israeli army and police who

RIYADH, April 12 (SPA) — Planning 
Minister Sheikh Hjsham Nazer will leave for 
Sanaa Saturday on a one-day visit to discuss 
the second development plan of North 
Yemen and the prospects of benefiting from 
Saudi Arabian expertise. 


. JUBADu April 12 (SPA) — The Saudi 
Arabian Iron and Steel Company (Hadeed) 

; signed Monday a S50 million contract with a 
Swedish government-owned company foe the 
supply of raw iron ore. Under the contract, 
the Swedish company win supply one million 
tons of excellent-quality lion ore pellets dur- 
ing a period of five years. 

On behalf of Hadeed, the contract was 
signed by Dr. Ali Abdul Rahman Al-Khalaf,. 
the company's board chairman, here Mon- 
day. The iron pellets will be shipped direct 
from Sweden to -Jubafl industrial port. 

The quantity to be ensured under this con- 
tract, added to supplies of raw iron ore from 
other sources : and the local produce, form the 
basic sources of raw iron for Hadeed. The 
company will produce 800,000 tons of oral* 
crete reinforcement bars to meet the demand 
of the domestic market once the plant comes 
into operation and commercial production by 
the beginning of 1983. 

The first shipment under the Swedish con- 
tract, expected to reach Jubafl in August of 
this year, will be tested and analyzed upon 
arrival. 

Hadeed, a joint venture between the Saudi 


Arabian Basic Industries Corporation 
(SABIC) and Korf Stahl of West Germany, 
signed a similar agreement with a Brazilian 
company in June of 1981. The contract, val- 
ued at $50 million, was awarded to Com- 
panhia Vale do RioDoce. Hadecd’s iron and 
steel complex consists of two midrex direct 
reduction unlts,ja steel plant with continuous 
casting facilities and rod and bar rolling units. 

The company, established with an invest- 
ment of SR3 billion,' will be the largest 
sfceN malring complex on the Arabian Penin- 
sula. Hadeed has concluded SR25 million 
contracts last year for the training of ks Saudi 
Arabian employees. The trainees, high and 
intermediate school graduates, are receiving : 
skills on operation, maintenance and 
administration of the iron arid steel complex. 

The contracts provide 16 months of advanced 
basic and on-the-job training in West Ger- 
many, the United States, Britain^ Austria and 
Switzerland. 

SABIC has a procedural program forthc 
full Saudization of workers and personnel at 
its industrial plants. Hadeed had dispatched 
2 75 nationals for training abroad by last year, 
including 25 university graduates.

Petrochemicals exhibition to open \ SR165m sports deal signed 


RIYADH, April 1 2 (SPA) Information 
Minister Dr. Mohammad Abdo Yamani has 
condemned the Zionist criminal assault 
perpetrated on the Aqsa Mosque Sunday. He 
described the act which killed and injured a 
large number of-Muslims as “very serious”. 

The Zionist enemy had earlier attempted 
to bum the holy mosque in 1969 without 
showing any regard for the sentiments of 
Muslims of the world. 

Yamani said in a statement that the inci- 
dent. which took place following the big' 
upheaval in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza against the Zionist perpetrations, 
demonstrates a new evidence of the occupa- 
tion authorities' continuous desecration of 
the Islamic holy places, violation of human 
rights and an attempt to Judaize the holy 
places in total contravention of all resolutions 
issued by the United Nations in this regard. 

He reiterated that these serious violations 
and continuous repressive acts against the 
Arabs in the occupied territory- will make 
Palestinians and the peoples of the Islamic 
world more determined to salvage the holy 
shrines from the Zionist enemy’s hold. 

The minister warned that firing on Muslims 
in the Aqsa Mosque a day after the attempt to 
blow up the mosque with a huge amount 
dynamite, which was defused at the approp- 
riate time, should not be considered the last 
incident in the chain of Zionist crimes against 
the Islamic holy places. He urged Muslims to 
strive to expose “Israel's real face” before the 
world and to continue efforts to liberate the 
holy places which have been subjected to sac- 
rilege by the Zionists. 

Yamani appealed to the world and all 
conscientious people to stand resolutely 
against the inhuman acts of the Zionist 
enemy. He said time has come for those who 


did not care for the Palestinian voice to real- 
ize that every word of the people of Palestine 
is a reality while the Zionist claims are all 
fabrications and concoctions. He called upon 
the peoples of the world to go farther from 
mere denunciation to strive seriously to rid 
the Palestinians of Zionist despotism even 
when they are in prayers.

Mothers kill kids , 
commit suicide 

ISLAMABAD. April 12 (AFP) — Two 
sisters threw six of their children from a 
bridge in the Punjab and followed them to 
their deaths Sunday to escape beatings by 
their husbands. 

The two sisters, Nasim and Soghra Ahmad 
aged 28 and 30 respectively, had been beaten 
up by tbeir husbands and fled with their nine 
children in a bus, witnesses said. When they 
reached a bridge over the Bari Doab Canal 
near Shahiwal. they pushed six children into 
the water: Safdar and Guzdar aged five, 
Irfan, four, Shan, three. Shahid, two, and 
Imran aged seven months. 

Two girls aged four and five years ran away 
as the mothers in turn jumped from the 
bridge without trying to catch them.

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Syria abandons

BEIRUT, April 12.(R) — Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein has attacked Syria 
for having “abandoned the most elemen- 
tary values of Arab honor.”

Thursday, alleging that the Bagdad 
government sent saboteurs and weapons 
into Syrian territory.

pipeline.” He said Syria had put all its 
resources behind Iran and was trying to 
^ smash Iraq. . 

Officials of 2 Yemens 
discuss cooperation 

MANAMA April 1 2 (AFP) — Governors 
from neighboring South .and North Yemen 
provinces met on the border Sunday and dis- 
cussed cooperation and coordination bet- 
ween the two countries. South Yemeni offi- 
cials said. 

The governors — from South Yemen’s 
Lahej province and North Yemen’s Ibb pro- 
vince — also discussed issues concerning the 
border regions, the officials said. The local 
government of Ibb has one of the highest 
representations of the National Democratic 
Front, North Yemen's opposition group that 
is supported by the regime in Aden. In recent 
weeks, the front’s forces have intensified hos- 
tile operations. 

A Palestinian official, Abu Iyad, tried to 
mediate an end to the dispute early this 
month while Palestinian peacekeeping forces 
were deployed in attempts to separate the 
two sides, notably in the region of Ibb. But 
South Yemeni Foreign Minister Saleh 
Muhammad recently denied the existence of 
any tension between the two Yemens.

Court set up to try 
‘saboteurs’ in Sudan 


KHARTOUM, April 12 (Agencies) — A 
state security court was set up here Sunday 
for the trial of 8 number of persons; including 
two Libyans, on subversion charges, the offi- 
cial Sudanese news agency Sana announced. 

The main defendant in the case, 39-year- 
old Haidar Mahmoud All Jawhar, is a Sudan- 
ese who worked in Libya. Suna said he was 
arrested at Khanoum airport last month com- 
ing from Libya with weapons and explosives 
in his possession. 

The court will also try the accused on char- 
ges of “ planning to cany out hostile ^activities 
against Sudan and to prejudice the country’s 
military and political situation," Sana said 
Last month, 10 persons said to be members of 
the banned Sudanese Communist Party, were 
arrested on charges of smuggling and posses; 
sing arms and explosives. They were descri- 
bed by security officials as “Libyan agents 
trained in subversion by Soviet intelligence,”

Iranian plane lands in Oman 


MANAMA April 12 (Agencies) — An 
Iranian plane with two crew members aboard 
landed in Oman Sunday in Dahira, about 250 
kms west of Muscat, according to a Muscat 
radio report monitored here. 

The report said government officials are 
interrogating the two Iranian Navy crew 
members and the Iranian government has 
been contacted.

Nuclear freeze 


movement 
flourishes in U.S

WASHINGTON — 
When Ronald Reagan entered the ornate and 
gilded East Room at the White House recently to 
.conduct hh first prime-time television press confer- 
ence, Us urgent mission was to dowse the political 
brush-fire of nuclear disarmament that has swept 
: across the face of the United States with a speed and 
momentum unmatched in recent American history. 

A nation that a year ago seemed content to back 
to the hilt a strong national defense policy, and with 
it the man who had made re- armament a major 
plank of his election campaign, is suddenly crying 
out for a nuclear “freeze” by both the Soviet Union 
and the United States. ■ * 

What only seven weeks ago was wrongly inter- 
preted by the U.S. administration to be bottled up 
way out on the radical fringe in small town meetings 
is center-stage in Washington today, with a stagger- 
ing 70 percent of the American people supporting 
the concept of an early freeze, despite the feet that 
their president argues that this would hand military 
superiority to the Russians on a plate. 

In a rather hurriedly read statement, the 
commander-in-chief made his pitch — “twice in 
my lifetime seen the world plunged blindly into 
global war’*., “monstrous, inhumane weapons.” 
Yet essentially Reagan had nothing new to say. He 
was totally rejecting the possibility of a freeze now 
at existing weapon levels, and, by asserting that the 
Soviet Union is ahead m midear weaponry, he 
underlined what he claims to be the need for the 
U.S. to begin building a new generation of strategic 
aims. 

But the headlines next day said that the White 
House strategists had been hoping fon “Reagan 
calls for a dramatic slash in nuclear arms” and 
Reagan asks Soviets to join in A-anns talks.” The 


next few days will tell whether the press conference 
has done the long-term trick, and reassured the 


majority of Americans that Reagan is not leading 
them toward the nightmare of a nuclear holocaust, 
which has begun to prey on so many formerly 
unsusceptible minds. 

It is now a major political problem self-inflicted 
. on the administration first by its ideological refusal 
to have anything to do with SALT II — President 
Carter's aborted arms limitation treaty with the 
Russians — and secondly by a lack of sensitivity to 
the extraordinary emerging mood of America, 
brought about ’ in large part by the administration's 
own rhetoric' and its sometimes casual attitude 
toward such fearsome prospects as limited nuclear 
wars and warning nuclear shots. 

When Senators Edward Kennedy and Mark Hat- 
field introduced their freeze resolution last month, 
Reagan’s team, led by Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig, dismissed it as “dangerous” to the United 
States. Although Haig said that he shared the con- 
cern of the would-be freezers, the public perception 
was that peace was being rebuffed. 

Instead of welcoming the motivation behind the 
swelling public mood, and reiterating Reagan’s 
.campaign pledge to get down to strategic aims limi- 
tation talks as quickly as possible, the U.S. 
administration continued to emphasize that the 
military buildup was their priority in order eventu- 
ally to be able to negotiate from a. position of 
strength. An administration that already scares 
some Europeans more than the Russians do, was 
beginning to terrify its own people. 

Compelled to cast around for congressional sup- 
port, the president turned to Henry “Scoop” Jack- 
son, the 69-year-old senator, one-time presidential 
hopeful and veteran nuclear hawk. Jackson and 
former Republican navy undersecretary. John 
Warner, now senator for Virginia, drafted a 
counter-resolution to the Kennedy-Hatfield prop- 
osal. 

While essentially following the presidential line, 
it also called for a “freeze” at lower, but equal, 
levels of nuclear armenL It thus satisfied Reagan’s 
immediate requirement of appearing to do some- 
thing without budging from Ids fundamental posi- 
tion. More especially, it included the magic word 
“freeze” that bad become the buzzword of the grass 
roots movement. “It’s just a smokescreen for 
Ronald Reagan”, grumbled a senior Democratic 
congressman, but it was a clever smokescreen. 

The complicated, technological subject of arms 
control, obscured for so long behind acronyms and 
jargon, was thus reduced to two quite simple, but 
conflicting resolutions. The politicians, the arras 
controllers and the communicators had come 
together with a concept that anyone could ur rf *»rs- 
t&nd. 

Although freeze advocates were well aware that 
this was only a first step, and that negotiations for a 
freeze if they ever come about — will take just £s 
long and be just as complicated as the SALT 
agreements of yesteryear, the movement’s first 
target of simplifying the arms race for public con- 
sumption — and therefore public participation — 
had been achieved. 

One could be cynical about Kennedy's motives 
for picking up the freeze and running wife h. He not 
only faces a strong challenge from fee right to his 
Senate re-election campaign this November, but he 
also, seemingly, still wants to be president. What 
better issue than fee hottest one in town? 

At fee same time he is clearly emotionally 
involved, and there is a certain single-minded dedi- 
cation to arms control, apparent among Kennedy’s 
staff feat is reminiscent of the days of Jack Ken- 
nedy’s Washington Camelot. From the moment 
they first sensed that the freeze movement was not 
just a motley coalition of old peace groups, but a 
highly significant national movement, they were 
determined to use it to force fee administration into 
arms control talks. 

In the process they formed the crucial bridge 
between the grass roots and Congress, so getting the 
issue on the national agenda. 

The battle of fee two resolutions is now engaged. 
Next month there will be hearings on Capitol Hill, 
sponsored by fee Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, into the whole question of arms control, the 
failure of SALT II and possible ways out of fee 
impasse. Much of the debate will center on 
Reagan's assertion that the United States does lag 
behind the Soviet Union in nuclear capacity. Even 
the Defense Department a.year ago said: “Tlie U-S- 
and the Soviet Union are roughly equal in strategic 
nuclear power.” 

Paul Warlike, Carter’s arms control negotiator, 
said recently that Reagan' $ ciaim was a “ fundamen- 
tal fallacy... So as a consequence we can’t expect the 
Soviets to let any buildup on our pan to go 
unmatched". He added that “at the present level 
numbers don’t make all feat much difference any-

They 
might even entertain hopes of success were it not for 
one consideration: Israel ultimate adversary is not 
only fee Palestine Liberation Organization but 
Palestinian nationalism, whjcb fee PLO has come to 
embody. 

If Israel is sincere in wanting to construct a viable, 
indigenous, moderate alternative to fee PLO, then 
Israel has to be willing to accept as the end result 
some form of Palestinian self-determination. This is 
a goal feat fee Begin government does not accept. 
And it is likely that every time a moderate Palesti- 
nian administration makes nationalist statements, it 
will be accused by fee Israeli government of being 
tainted by the PLO.

RIYADH — When a father in Saudi 
Arabia picks up his telephone and calk his 
son studying some 1 3,000 kilometers away in 
the United States,- he will hear his son as 
clearly as if they were in the same room 
together.

rently handles about two- thirds of the workfs 
tr ans -oceanic communications links. 
INTELSAT was formed in 1964, and within 
one year had its first satellite — Intelsat One, 
“Early Bird” — in orbit. 

The world's first commercial communica- 
tions satellite service started with its trans- 
missions on June 28, 1965. Even though 
“Early Bird” could only handle 240 
telephone calls or one television transmis- 
sion, it increased the trans-Atlantic capacity 
by 50 percent! 

“Early Bird" was only the beginning of 
today’s sophisticated network. The Erst 
Intelsat H (“Bluebird”) failed to reach orbit 
in 1966, but the second was successful the 
following January. Two were eventually 
placed over the Pacific and one over the 
Atlantic oceans. The first Intelsat HI was lost 
in a launch accident, but by the end of the 
decade trans-oceanic demands were being 
met by a combination of Intelsats II, in, and 
— if necessary — “Early Bird”. 

The large Intelsat IV and IVa series have 
kept pace with the world-wide demand for 
more satellite circuits. Intelsat IV hasa capac- 
ity for 4.000 circuits plus two TV transmis- 
sions; Intelsat IVa can relay 6,000 circuits. 
By March 1980, there were 12 operational 
INTELSAT satellites. 

The newest generation of Intelsats is pres- 
ently being launched: the first Intelsat V 
lifted off in December of 1981, linking the 
Americas with Europe and Africa. Intelsat V 
has a capacity for 12,000 telephone links; 
Intelsat Va can carry 15,000. But the market 
for telecommomcations satellites is so large 
that — in 1986 — an enormous satellite will 
be launched. Intelsat VI has a capacity for 
40,000 telephone calls plus TV, and will be 
sent up in either the Space Shuttle or the 
European Ariane rocket. 

Saudi Arabia leases satellite channels on 
three INTELSAT satellites, positioned over 
the Atlantic and Indian oceans. Some chan- 
nels are leased for Saudi Arabia's DOMSAT 
program, which handles in-Kingdom com- 
munications. Other channels are leased on 
die Atlantic satellite, which covers the King- 
dom’s calls to western points. The Indian 
ocean satellite receives signals from the 
Kingdom destined for eastern points. The 
Kingdom has a total of three Earth Stations 
which handle international telecommunica- 
tions traffic: two in Riyadh and one in Taif. 
The Riyadh stations broadcast to both the 
Atlantic and Indian Ocean satellites; the Taif 
station broadcasts to the Atlantic satellite. 

An additional Earth station is scheduled 
for completion in Jeddah in 1983. The Saudi 
Arabian Earth Stations are large by interna- 
tional standards; the Earth Station complex 
in Riyadh is one of the biggest in the world 
and has its own power station, a separate 
microwave link to downtown Riyadh, and has 
been designed for use with the powerful new 
Intelsat V satellites. The Riyadh Station that 
beams to the Indian Ocean satellite covers 20 
international earth stations using a total of 
199 channels. The Riyadh Atlantic Station 
covers eight international points with 456 
channels. The Taif station handles 16 desti- 
nations — most in Europe — with 610 chan- 
nels. 

The Kingdom's rate of growth for satellite 
services demand has surpassed all expecta- 
tions. There are now a total of 133 countries 
around the world that can be dialled directly 


from Saudi Arabia, providing citizens of the 
Kingdom with personal and commercial 
communications abilities that are matched by 
few other nations. 

As a result of the Kingdom's high utiliza- 
tion rate of the INTELSAT system, the 
Kingdom of Saadi Arabia is now placed as an 
independent member of the Board of Direc- 
tors on INTELSAT — position which is the 
sole privilege of the Kingdom throughout the 
Arab world. Saudi Arabia now controls a 
substantial percentage of INTELSAT shares. 

The Kingdom's rank, in fact, is second only to 
Japan among all the Asian and African coun- 
tries. The interests of Saudi Arabia are 
looked after at the very highest levels of 
INTELSAT, and the Kingdom makes valu- 
able contributions to INTELSAT p l a nn i ng 
and development by putting forward techni- 
cal and administrative suggestions during 
meetings of the INTELSAT Board of Direc- 
tors. 

The Kingdom’s DOMSAT network grew 
out of the need to bridge the gaps in the 
ground-based telephone network as work 
was proceeding on the massive Telephone 
Expansion Program. DOMSAT uses two 
INTELSAT transponders, one for television 
and one for 380 full telephone circuits. Ele- 
ven major cities in the Kingdom have been 
linked together by this network, which is one 
of the world's most sophisticated domestic 
satellite systems. The main advantage of the 
DOMSAT system is its ability to provide the 
entire country with telecommunications and 
broadcasting services which would otherwise 
not be available until the terrestrial network 
was finished. As land-based lines come into 
service, the DOMSAT Earth Stations can be 
re-located to other remote areas that are not 
yet served. The DOMSAT system is flexible 
and adaptable; enabling the Kingdom's 
telecommunications service to keep pace 
with the developing needs of the nation. 

Riyadh is the master station in the DOM- 
SAT network, and can link with all the other 
Earth Stations in the country. The complete 
status of all of the remote stations is cons- 
tantly monitored, eliminating the need to 
keep a supervisor at all the sites. All of the 
Earth Stations are provided with 1 1-meter 
antenna dishes, high-power amplifiers and 
special signal conditioning equipment. 
Demand-Assigned-Multiple- Access com- 
puters regulate the flow of telecommunica- 
tions traffic to the most efficient routing poss- 
ible. 

Ultimately, portions of the DOMSAT sys- 
tem could be used with the Kingdom’s newest 
venture in space communications — the 
ambitious ARABSAT project. 

ARABSAT was established in 1975; in 
deference to the leading role played by (he 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia in the formation of 
ARABSAT. the headquarters of the organ- 
ization are in Riyadh. ARABSAT member- 
ship consists of 22 member countries of the 
Arab League. Sixty percent oCthe funding for 
the project has come from the Kingdom. 

ARABSAT is designed to boost telecom- 
munications in the Middle East and will play 
a significant role in social, cultural and 
economic spheres by increasing the capacity 
of TV transmissions as well as telephone, 
telex and cable communications. The total 
ARABSAT project involves three satellites 
with 26 channels each, to provide 8,000 
telephone circuits, seven TV channels, and 
one joint TV channel. These satellites will 
cost SR390-milIion and will be launched in 
*983. 

“ARABSAT will greatly speed telecom- 
munications services between member 
nations,” says Dahlan, “and can help — 
through this fast relay of information — in the 
adoption of reso lutions at all levels. The 
Ministry of PTT, through ARABSAT, wOl 
not only help citizens contact each other 
across the globe, but will help Governments 
communicate for better understanding and 
co-operation. The Government of Saudi 
Arabia is determined to get major advan- 
tages for all citizens through this transfer of 
technology.” 

Present forecasts suggest that worid 
telecommunications demand will almost 
double between 1981 and 1985; Saudi 
Arabia, through its fa r-sigh ted planning 
policies in the Ministry of PIT, is well-placed 
to meet the challenge of the satellite age. 


Controversy surrounds French miniature 
‘ enhanced radiation warhead ’ technique

PARIS, (R) — France has mastered neut- 
ron weapon technology and is now poised for 
a presidential decision to produce and deploy 
a controversial enhanced radiation warhead, 
senior defense officials say. 

After six years of research and numerous 
tests at Mururoa AtoH, the French nuclear 
center in the South Pacific, France's Atoll, 
foe French nuclear center in the South Paci- 
fic, France’s neutron warhead has been mini- 
aturized and can be launched from a truck or 
plane, they say. 

Precision firing and control systems have 
been perfected. The military have made their 
recommendations and the political decision 
to manufacture and deploy the warhead, 
which can kill enemy tank crews while leaving 
buildings largely intact, rests with President 
Francois Mitterrand. 

“France is perfectly capable of manufactu- 
ring the neutron weapon," Gen. Jeannou 
Lacaze, armed forces chief of staff, said. “If 
the decision is taken, we are capable of prod- 
ucing it eves in this current decade of the 
1980s." 

Together with strategic missiles aimed at 
on enemy’s cities and industrial centers neut- 
ron warheads would be part of France's nucl- 
ear deterrent force, Gen. Lacaze says. 

President Mitterrand, initially opposed to 
toeutrou weaponry, plans to dicuss the matter 
««t a meeting of the inner defense council, 
presidential aides say. 

The defense council, a top-secret grouping 
of key cabinet ministers and service chiefs. 


Neutron weaponry discussions were star- 
led under the previous administration of Pre- 
sident Valery Giscard D'Estaing. 

In a television debate with Giscard during 
last year's presidential election campaing, 
Mitterrand rejected the need for neutron 
weapons. 

Under French policy requiring total indep- 
endence of decision in the use of nuclear 
weapons, the neutron warhead would raise 
problems because it would involve discus- 
sions with NATO allies. 

"That is why I am not favorable to the 
neutron bomb,” Mitterrand said at the time. 

The French adopted an independent nucl- 
ear policy when President Charles De Gaulle 
pulled France out of the NATO integrated 
military command structure in 1966 white 
femainmg a full member of the Atlantic Alli- 
ance. 

Mitterrand's Socialist government stands 
-for a "no war” policy but has continued to' 
build up the nuclear deterrent force with new 
generation weapons. Britain is the only other 
West European country with its own nuclear 
force. 

Some French strategists are against the 
neutron warhead on grounds that it would be 
used as a tactical weapon in highly localized 
warfare before strategic missiles are fired. 

This concept they argue, undermines the 
deterrent effect of massive retaliation. 

But neutron supporters have been gaining 
ground in France, according to political and 
military commentators. 


Mitterrand is awaiting the outcome of rafts 
between the U.S. and the Soviet Union on 
European-based -missiles before deriding on 
the neutron warhead, close aides say. 

France insists there can be no security wit- 
hout a balance of forces between the superp- 
owers. 

Mitterrand, unlike his predecessor, has 
Backed a NATO derision to deploy U.S. 
Pershing-2 and Cruise missiles in Europe — 
but not in France — unless the Soviet Union 
removes its SS-20 missiles targeted on West- 
ern Europe, Including France. 

Defense Minister Charles Herou, in a 
recent statement, said neutron studies were 
being pursued and tests carried out 

“If a decision is taken one day, positive or 
negative, it will be bytbe head of state, supr- 
eme commander of the armed forces," he 
said.

hydrographic maps to Soviet Union 


JAKARTA (Depttmews)— A few months 
ago, Lt. Col. Johannes Batista Soes- 
daryanto's only claim to fame was that be had 
graduated from a University of Maryland 
hydrographic survey course. Today, Col. 
Soesdaryanto is famous — rather, infamous 
— more than he had bargained for. After five 
years of espionage, he was arrested and 
unmasked as the top Soviet spy in Indonesia. 

. Col. Soesdaryanto' s arrest and the subse- 
quent diplomatic crisis plunged Indonesian- 
Soviet relations to their lowest ebb. 

The story began in 1977 when CoL Soes- 
daryanto was working for the Indonesian 
Hydrographic Oceanic Office in Jakarta. 
One day, a Soviet Embassy man called on 
him to buy some ordinary hydrographic sur- 
vey maps. 

It was a perfectly legitimate request. Any- 
way, most of the maps were available m 
Jakarta’s bookshops. But the agent returned 
again and again. Laterqn, the agent gave him 
some extra money mid told Got.- Soes- 
daryanto to get “more useful maps.” 

The agent later turned out to be Alexander 
Finenko, branch manager of the Soviet Air- 
line, Aeroflot On Feb. 4, Finenko met Col. 
Soesdaryanto and introduced him to his rep- 
lacement Lt Col. Sergei P. Egorov. Col. 
Egorov worked as the assistant militaiy 
attache at the Soviet Embassy, the Largest 
foreign mission in Indonesia. 

But while they met, Indonesian security 
agents swooped down and arrested them. 
Rnenko, however, went into hiding while 
CoL Egorov was released after claiming dip- 
lomatic Immunity. 


Indonesian military investigators said Col. 
Soesdaryanto had been “systematically cul- 
tivating stage by stage to steal secrets accord- 
ing to the wishes of the Russians.” 

To carry out his activities, CoL Soes- 
daryanto was supplied with a camera and 
rolls of very high speed film to take pictures 
of documents.

A foreign diplomat, amazed at the small pit- 
tance that Col. Soesdaryanto received, told 
an Indonesian security officer “Why, that’s 
only chicken feed." 

Government officials said that he had 
given the Russians valuable documents. 
Although they would not say what these 
were, newspaper reports say that these Were 
actually hydrographic maps. 

Hundreds of valueless, charts and,- maps 
were reportedly suj^I^bythie Indonesian 
colonal to the Soviets. 1 Ambog these maps, 
however, were some of red value. ' * 

Some of the maps showed salinity and scat- 
ter layers in Indonesian waterways. These 
layers — made of salts and minerals — make 
it impossible for the penetration of echo 
soundings. Thus, it ensures the safe, 
undetected passage of submarines. 

Observers say that the Soviets want to 
transit their submarines undetected through 
Indonesian waters to the Indian Ocean with- 
out having to pass off South Australia.

TOKYO (LOS) — Japanese police are 
waging a tough, sometimes violent campaign 
to keep motorcycle-riding packs of teenagers 
from roaring through cities and towns throu- 
ghout the country. 

“If s very tough with the police," admits a 
member of the Black Emperors, largest of 
some 800 gangs of Bosozoku, literally 'wild- 
riding tribe.'

Acid rains’ effect on lakes, life 
worries scientists inSweden, Norway

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — With 
40,000 Swedish and Norwegian lakes dead 
and others dying from add rain, scientists are 
worried about damage to other forms of life. 
One study estimated that add rains in the 
1970s reduced by 1 percent a year the yield 
from Sweden’s woodlands, which produce 
one in every five of the country's export dol- 
lars. 

Scientists- suspect that arid rain is making 
trees less reststent to disease and pests, a 

possible explanation for extensive damage 
caused by insects in recent years. 

“There are also possible adverse effects on 
human health from mercury and cadmium'’ 
in water exposed to acidification, said Dr. 
William Dickson, researcher of the Swedish 
Environmental Protection Board. “Fish that 
don’t die because of the hazard become pois- 
onous to predators that eat them, including 
humans — because of accumulations of such 
heavy metals in the fish’s tissues.” 

A similar process takes place when soil is 
acidified, be said. “Cadmium and other 
■heavy metals are released and enter food cha- 


ms,” Dickson -said. “High 1 concentrations 
have been found in most kidneys. ” 

“More also has been found in ground water 
sources and other drinking water sources in 
some parts of the country, high levels of alum- 
’ mmm and copper have been, found in drink- 
ing water.” 

Although a British researcher identified 
the problem in the 1 870s it was not ^"ril the 
late 1 9 60s' that a Swedish scientist identified 
add precipitation as a serious threat to envi- 
ronment • 

Dr. Svante Oden proved in a 1968 study 
that adds released into the air from Western 
industries having a serious impact oh Swedish 
brooks and lakes. 

Over most of Scandinavia the bedrock is 
acidic granite. It is covered with a soil layer so 
thin that it holds nothing to neutralize the 
add. 

Furthermore, roughly half the precipita- 
tion falls as mow, which accumulates, mean- 
ing the pollutants bu3d up during the winter 
months.

Using traditional medicine 


Chinese clinics will be established soon, 
patients treated with herbal, food tonics

BEUING (Depthnews) — Medical prac- 
tices in China's imperial courts, long a mys- 
tery to commoners, are about to be publidy 
revealed for the first time. Researchers from 
the Academy of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine and China No. 1 Historical Arc- 
hives first started to dig in mid- 1980 at tbe 
medical archives of the Qing Dynasty 
(1644-1911). After 18 months, preliminary 
results of the study will be tested at a special 
clinic to be set up this year by the Academy. 

Tests will be conducted on patients willing 
to be treated in traditional Chinese medicine. 
This approach stresses diagnosis and treat- 
ment based on an overall analysis of the Al- 
ness in relation to a patient? s“concrete condi- 
tions” (.environment, lifestyle, etc.). 

Production is also planned of some of the 
drugs described in the ancient documents 
used in court to treat heart troubles, digestive 
disorders, respiratory diseases and chronic 
illnesses of tbe aged. 

Tbe archives, consisting of papers and 
pamphlets amounting to some 40,000 docu- 
ments, are considered very valuable. Says Dr. 
Cbem Ke-ji, head of the research group 
doing the study:'‘The finding s w01 be of great 
significance in studying tbe legacy of tradi- 
tional Chinese medicine, foe court medicine 
of the Qing Dynasty representing tbe highest 
level of the period. The court had tbe best 
physicians serving the emperors and their 
families. 

The literature under study includes case 


histories of emperors, empresses, imperial 
concubines and high-ranking officials. Also 
being studied are physicians' jarescritpions, 
royal pharmacy and kitchen records and 
imperial diaries. 

A book bared on tire research — the first of 
its kind in Chinese medical history — is plan- 
ned for publication this year and wilt emphas- 
ize the archives of Empress Dowager Ci Xi 
and her nephew Emperor Guang Xu. Both . 
were in power near .the end of the Qing 
Dynasty and were on opposing sides of a 
movement to reform society at the end of the 
19th century. 

Because of this conflict, historians believe 
Guang Xu was poisoned: in 1 908 by his aunt, 
who died a few days tatter. Through inves- 
tigating records of tire time; however, resear- 
chers believe the emperor died of tuber- 
culosis. ... 

That contradiction offoe murder theory is 
just one of the discoveries made by the 
researchers who have rearned much about 
the medicine of the pfligf. For example, the 
principle of Chinese medicine and its four 
standard methods of diagnosis — looking, 

' listening, questioning and&eling pulse — are 
dealt with in detail in foe literature. Pre- 
dominating in the therapies is the prevention 
of old age, a subject affecting people for 
centuries. 

About 100 varieties of tonics, jin addition 
to food therapies were used tty tbe Qing 
court. The main purpose of those! treatments 
was to strengthen tire functions o$ the spleen 


and kidneys, and increase the qj_ or vital 
energy, and blood circulation. According to 
the theory of Chinese medicine, all ailments 
are due to derangements of internal organs. 
Therefore, it is Important to achieve harmony 
among the organs. 

- A typical {description of food tonics found 
in tbe archives for Emperor Guang Xu reads; ■ 
“Six onncesof beef, with skin, membrane and 
tendon removed; 0.5 ounces of raw ginger; 
steam them in a porcelain pot; and sah, sugar 
and powdered pepper; take one cup of the 
soup before noon. 

“(Abo take) a sheep tripe; five chicken 
gizzards; five Sichuan prickley ask seeds; 
three anise seeds; 0.5 ounce of I aver (a type 
of seaweed); steam them in the same wgy and 
add ingredients mentioned above; take soup 
in the afternoon. “The former remedy helps 
strengthen the liver fold kidneys, the latter, 
stomach.” ' - 

Sheng Mai San (pulse-producing powder) 
is another medication described hj thc docu- 
ments. When an emperor wax dying, the best 
physicians of the Tai-Yi-Yuan (Imperial Col- 
lege of Physicians) in Beijing and of various 
provinces were summoned. The last pages of 
tbe case histories of some emperors and their 
family members revealed thatSAi/ig Mai San 
was invariably used as a means of resuscita- 
tion. 

With ginseng, maidone (tuber of the 
lAyturf) and wuweiri (fruit of Chinese mag- 
nolia vine) as the main ingredients, the 
remedy faDed to bring the patient back to life.

Pretoria denies

CAPE TOWN, April 12 (AFP) — The 
South African director-general of foreign 
affairs, Brand Fourie, has officially denied

According to a South African S unday 
newspaper, Argentina, Brazil, Paraguay, 
Uruguay plus two countries outside the area, 
Israel and the Nationalist China -Taiwan, 
were parties with South Africa to a NATO- 
style treaty for the South Atlantic. 

“I have no knowledge of any such thiog^- 
Fourie said Sunday. Suggestions of some sort 
of pact involving these states arose at the time 
of visits by former Prune Minister John Vors- 
ter to Uruguay and Israel in thte 1 970s. Offi- 
cial sources in Pretoria indicated there had 
been many suggestions about including these ■ 
countries in some form of treaty but nothing 
had come of them.

“ideological criminals” — opponents of 
North Korean President Kim H-Sung and his 
son and probable successor Kim Jong-H — 
they added. The prisoners also included 
Japanese married to Koreans who had gone 
to the north after living in Japan, but their 
numbers were unkn own. ; 

Lifeinthe camps which are closely guarded 
and surrounded by barbed wire fences, is

" internees were known to have returned to 
normal society after entering the camps, 
where work includes mining of coal and other 
minerals, digging, land reclamation and other 
hard labor, they said.

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Canada wins i independence 9 


TORONTO, April 12 (AP) — Canada 
wins formal independence from Britain this 
week, gaining control of its constitution 
after an internal struggle that threatened to 
splinter the nation rather than bind it 
together. 

Queen Elizabeth 11, who arrives in 
Ottawa Wednesday, will make a royal proc- 
lamation of Canada’s new constitution 
Saturday morning before a throng on Parli- 
ament Hifl- French-speaking opponents of 
the still controversial move say they will 
stage 'protests in Quebec across the river 
from the capital. 

For 115 years, the country’s constitution 
has been embodied in an act of the British 

par liam ent, the North America Act of 

1867, which established the Canadian con- 
federation. Canadians only recently agreed 
<among themselves on a document to rep- 


lace it. 

The regal pomp and ceremony come at a 
time when Canada could use diversion from 
months of bad economic news — the Cana- 
dian dollar dipped to 81 cents in U.S- dollar 
value, unemployment, reached 9 percent, 
the worst in 36 years, inflation hit 1 1 .6 per- 
cent and forecasters predict a deepending 
recession this year. 

The successful drive for “repatriation,” 
Canada's term for bringing constitutional 
responsibilities home, was chiefly the work 
of Liberal Prime Minister Piene Elliott 
Trudeau — - some believe it will be remem- 
bered as his most significant achievement. 

Trudeau, 62, in office for the past 14 
years, often has expressed the hope that the 
new document would revitalize the Cana- 
dian confederation and knit the huge coun- 
try more closely together. J

ROME, (AP) — Nearly four years after 
the Red Brigades dumped the bullet -riddled 
body of former Premier Aldo Moro in Rome, 
his alleged killers will be tried in a specially 
converted courtroom Wednesday. Retying 
heavily on evidence submitted by terrorists- 
turned informers, prosecutors believe they 
have finally solved the former premier’s mur- 
der that changed Italy’s political map. 

STOCKHOLM, (AFP) — Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach arrived 
here Monday from Paris for a 48-hour visit to 
Sweden. He was welcomed at the airport by 
senior Foreign Ministry officials. _ 
BUCHAREST, (AFP) — Romanian party 
leader Nicolae Ceausecu left here Monday 
for a Far Eastern tour that wfll take him to 
China and North Korea. 

MANILA, (AFP) — Twenty-nine Filipino 
political detainees Monday joined 10 fellow 
prisoners on a week-long hunger strike to 
protest their continued detention, despite 
having served an earlier court sentence for 
subversion. 


MOSCOW, (R) — Four Soviet citizens 
Monday ended a 10-day hunger strike in a 
Moscow apartment and announced they 
would begin an indefinite protest fast next 
month if they were not granted visas to join 
their spouses in the West. 

PARIS, ( AP) — Fire destroyed a storage 
shed inside Notre Dame cathedral on Mon- 
day and drove hundreds of visitors into the 
street, fire officials said. Fire fighters exting- 
uished the flames in about 20 minutes. The 
blaze was contained to the shed used to store 
firewood. 

RANGOON, (AFP) — A crowded 
double-decker passenger and cargo boat 
slammed into a sandbar in Burma's Rangoon 
River Sunday, killing more than 50 persons, 
according to reports Monday. Newspapers 
reported that the boat, said to be carrying 
more than 200 passengers, 1 5 crewmen plus a 
load of cattle and poultjy. hit the sandbar 
some 20 miles northwest of Rangoon when ft 
tried to avoid colliding with a sampan. 


VICTORIA, Seychelles, April 12 (Agen- 
cies) — The’ supreme court on Monday set 
June 16 as “the latest date” for the treason 
trial of seven mercenaries accused of plotting 
an abortive coup in the Seychelles. 

The trial of the sue men and one woman, 
charged in the attempted overthrow of the 
Socialist -government of President France 
Albert Rene last Nov. 25, was originally 
scheduled to begin Tuesday. 

Chief Justice Earle Seaton said the treason 
trial would be delayed until the trial of 43 
other mercenaries, accused of hijacking an 
Air- India plane from the Seychelles when the 
coup bid failed, is completed in Pietermaritz- 
burg, South Africa. He remanded the seven 
foreigners, charged with treason even though 
they are not Seychelles citizens, until April 
26. 

South African Attorney Mike Hannon, 
who is defending 33 of the mercenaries in 
Pietermaritzburg and six of the mercenaries 
here, said June 16 was “a realistic assess- 
ment” of the latest date the treason trial 
could begin- He said be would have ”a better 
assessment” in three weeks of whether the 
trial could start earlier. 

A special commission headed by a Seychel- 
les .high court judge will begin taking tes- 
timony Tuesday from the pilots of the 
allegedly hijacked Air- India jetliner and the 
Seychelles director of civil aviation for the 
Pietermaritzburg trial. 

India refused to let the pilots go to South 
Africa because it has no diplomatic relations 
with Pretoria. The Seychelles director of civil 
aviation also refused to go because of the 
white-minority government’s policy of apar- 
theid — or racial separation. 

None of the seven was handcuffed when 
they came into court for their eighth remand 
in custody, but they were guarded as on pre- 
vious occasions by soldiers and police offic- 
ers.

Japan records $9b trade gain

TOKYO, April 12 (AP) — Japan had a 
trade surplus of $9,224 billion in the fiscal 
year ending in March 1982, the finance 
ministry said Monday. 

it was the third largest surplus in history 
and up from a $5.9 billion deficit in fiscal 
1 980. the ministry said. 

U was the first overall trade surplus in three 
years for Japan, which pays a heavy price in 
oil and other natural resource purchases 
while building up trade advantages with the 
United States and Europe on manufactured 
goods exports. 

In fiscal year 1 979 Japan was $5 billion in 
the red. 

According to the finance ministry figures, 
trade surpluses with the United States and 
the 1 0-nation European Economic Com- 
munity hit all-time highs of $14.4 and $J0.2 
billion respectively. At the same time Japan's 
exports fell $24.3 billion short of its. imports 
from Middle East, almost .entirely oil. 

Overall exports rose 10.1 percent, to 
$151,937 billion, while imports fell by 0.9 
percent during the year to $142,713 billion. 

; In March. Japan's imports and exports 
r both continued to decline last month.but the 
overall trade balance increased in its favor. 

'The finance ministry said the balance of trade 
i Surplus of goods passing through customs in 
: March jumped to $860.34 million, nearly 
Jlthree times the February. surplus, but it was 
below a surplus of over $1 billion a year 
■Barber. . 

The latest figure followed a 3.6 percent 
drop in exports, on a free-on-board (FOB) 


basis, and a slightly smaller 2.5 percent easing 
in Japanese imports, on a cost, insurance, 
freight (C1F) basis. The declines follow lower 
demand both at home, which helps bring 
down Japan's huge oil bill, and overseas, par- 
ticularly in the West, resulting in fewer pur- 
chases of Japanese goods, ministry officials 
said. 

For the entire fiscal year, exports of steel 
totaled $17,105 billion, up 9.4 percent from 
fiscal 1980, while vehicle exports reached 
$25.88 billion, up 2.3 percent. 

Reflecting restraints imposed on Japan's 
automakers, auto shipments to the United 
States were down 7.5 percent to 1.773 mil- 
lion units, while exports to the EEC dropped 
15.3 percent to 716,000 units. Imports of 


crude oil totaled $52,519 billion, down 2.1 
percent. 

Japan's economic planning agency is con- 
sidering a plan to create an international fund 
to buy grain from the U.S. and otheT 
developed nations to provide as aid to poor 
countries, agency officials said Monday. 

They said the plan has already been pre- 
sented to agency director-general Toshio 
Komoto who is expected to bring it to a minis- 
terial meeting of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) in Paris next month. 

The officials said a large pan of the prop- 
osed fund would be financed by Japan to help 
soothe trade friction with the West. They 
gave no details. 


U.N. to curb free flag ships 


GENEVA, April 12 (R) — The United 
Nations begins drawing up guidelines this 
week to limit flags of convenience, the 
foreign-registering of ships which critics say 
disregards safely and labor laws and harms 
Third World shipping industries. 

The 17-day meeting opening Tuesday will 
seek agreements on shipping, management, 
finan cing and identification as part of a future 
international pact to ban what is known in the 
trade as open registry shipping. 

It comes at a time when one third of the 
world’s supertankers are idle and when 
industrial states profiting from the freighters 
and tankers flying Dags of convenience are 
expected to oppose any restrictions on them. 


The U.N. Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD), host to the talks, 
estimates — 50 percent of the world’s ship- 
ping tonnage sails under the flags 0 f Liberia, 
Panama. Singapore or 12 other states which 
allow foreigners to register ships. 

But almost three quarters of these ships are 
owned by firms in the United States, Greece, 
Hong Kong and Japan, UNCTAD says, and 
adds that they account for almost half the 
accidents on the high seas. 

UNCTAD argues that flag of convenience 
is only a thinly-veiled way for shipping com- 
panies to avoid high registration fees, union 
agreements and government safety regula- 
tions. •

$269, are still better off than their- Com- 
munist allies in Poland and Romania, 
“things are slowly going downhill,” said one 
economist privately. 

. Price increases Tor gasoline and food in 
recent months mean fewer people are eat- 
ing but and taking trips to the country, resi- 
dents say. 

: In a popular restaurant a 20-minute drive 
outside Prague, one waiter said business 
had dropped by about 70 percent since the 
government increased the price of gasoline 
by" 15 percent last' October. High-grade 
gasoline costs the equivalent of about $3.20 
per gallon, or 84 cents per liter. “We had 10 
wedding receptions last March. This March 
we had one.” said the waiter. 

Judging by the “for sale” ads in some 
publications, many Prague residents are try- 
ing to sell their second homes or looking for 
something closer to the city. “Working in 
\my garden in the country was how 1 worked 


off the frustrations" of living in this tightly- 
■ controlled society, said one Prague resi- 
' dent “Now it’s getting harder to even do 
that”

beans are said to be among the short-supply 
hems along with staples such as good- 
quality cheese, and butter. 

Shajp increases in food prices this year 
included a 41 percent average hike irr the 
price of meat. Beef jumped from the equi- 
valent of $3.30 to $5.50 per kilogram (2.2 
pounds). •" 

The meat price increases were seen as 
especially significant because Czechos- 
lovakia has one of the world's highest per 
capita. meat consumption rates. 

Much of the belt-tightening stems from 
the government's determination not to go 
the way of Poland and Romania, which 
drove themselves in debt by borrowing for 
imports. Western sources put the nation’s 
debt to the West at a modest $7.5 billion, 
and authorities say no increase in borrowing 
is planned.

sufficient in grain for food and animal fod- 
der, he said. Meanwhile, shoppers are queu- 
ing up and paying more for favored cuts of 
meat. 

A Western businessman who deals in 
cigarettes and other goods sold in special 
hard-currency shops said his business was 
off by about two-thirds in the past yeaT — 
an indication that the average citizen has 
less Western money than before.

Japan, union 
resume rail talks 

TOKYO. April 12 (AFP) — Union and 
management negotiators returned to the bar- 
gaining table Monday in a late bid to head off 
a rail strike scheduled for Tuesday as part of 
Japan's ritual spring labor offensive. 

No agreement has yet been reached but the 
salary increases proposed by the manage- 
ment are not very far from the unions' 
demands. The unions are negotiating with the 
National Railways and 13 private railways 
and subway lines. 

This is the final stage of the traditional 
annual spring offensive when unions present 
their claims for salary increases and issue var- 
ious strike threats. 

A compromise is most often reached at the 
last minute and the threats withdrawn or the 
strikes called off after a few hours. This year 
strikes are scheduled for two days on average, 
with some due to begin on Tuesday and 
others Wednesday. 

The private railways association has 
offered an average increase of 6.77 percent 
or 1 3,900 yen a month. The unions are asking 
for a 1 4,700 yen increase, u’hich is what they 
received last year. Inflation, which was run- 
ning at 7.5 percent in fiscal 1980, is expected 
to be about four percent this year. 

Negotiations were more relaxed Monday 
in the public sector which generally settles in 
line with increases agreed upon in the private 
sector. Public Sector employees, who in 
theory have no right to strike, have 
announced they intend to stage a half-day 
stoppage Wednesday morning in support of 
their demands and those of their colleagues in 
the private lines, i

ABU DHABI. April 12 (R) — An OPEC 
watchdog committee has postponed until 
early May a meeting that would have discus-’ 
sed oil company pressure on Nigeria to cut its 
price, OPEC President Mana Said Al-Oteiba 
said Monday.

Mitterrand leaves for Tokyo today 


PARIS, April (AFP) — President Fran- 

cois Mitterrand leaves here on a four-day 
state visit to J apan Tuesday, with the twin aim 
of wooing Japanese political strategists and 
persuading economists to set rules to redress 
a perceived wide imbalance in trade between 
the two countries. 

Japan, along with West Germany, was long 
dismissed as an economic giant but a political 
dwarf; Today, because of its staggering com- 
mercial expansion, Japan has grown into a 
world power with a decisive role in global 
affairs. 

Between April 14 and 18, Mitterrand will 
take the opportunity of the first visit ever to 
Japan by a French head of state, to stress with 
Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki the similarities 
between France and Japan: Membership of 
the Western political and economic sphere 
and comparable status and size. 

Japanese industrial strength exerts a 
determining influence in the Far East, from 
Korea to southeast Asia, including China. 
France plays a comparable role toward cer- 
tain Arab and African countries. 

Paris officials believe in the triangular rela- 
tionship linking Japan to Europe and the 
United States. These similarities should 
weigh, in favor of more compatibility in 
economic and political matters, observers 
here said. 

Both countries also occupy a central role in 
the North-South dialogue between indus- 
trialized countries and the Third World. 
French officials said the Japanese appeared 
very receptive to French hopes to achieve a 
fairer economic relationship with developing 


India bank scandal hits Kenya 

Shikuku, a leading critic of the Asian com- 
munity, fuelled the debate by presenting 
documents accusing the bank of helping 10 
Asian-owned companies to evade taxes last 
year.

Although the government has promised to 
investigate the activities of the bank in hopes 
of plugging the tax loopholes, the Baroda 
affair may spill over to Asian community as a 
whole. 

To ordinary Kenyans, the Asian is looked ’ 
upon with suspicion when it comes to trade, a 
view that may further be reinforced by 
jealousy due to his proven progress in tbe bus- 
iness world. 

Egypt recalling 
Soviet experts 

CAIRO, April 12 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union is believed to have agreed in prin- 
ciple to send experts back to Egypt, the 
weekly newspaper Mayo reported here 
Monday. 

Individual contracts will be settled bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and Egypt for each 
project, the paper of the ruling National 
•Democratic Party said. 

Egypt recently announced it could 
again call in a number of Soviet experts — 
as many as 66 according to Mayo *s 
accounts — to finish off some joint pro- 
jects. 

All Soviet experts were ordered out of 
Egypt last September by President Anwar 
Sadat, who was assassinated the following 
month.

NAIROBI, April 12 (AFP) — A long- 
smouldering scandal, involving the Indian 
government-owned Bank of Baroda here, 
has renewed a touchy debate about Kenya's 
Asian community and its key role in the coun- 
try's business life. 

The scandal — which has touched on the 
bank's management, the employees and their 
trade union — has been seething for the past 
five months. Persistent industrial problems 
prompted Labor Minister Titus Mbathi to 
appoint an investigation committee last year 
to look into the bank's problems. 

The committee has presented its findings 
and recommendations and, although the 
bank's headquarters in Bombay accepted the 
findings and urged its Nairobi branch to 
implement them, the branch has refused to 
do so. 

The Bank of Baroda affair erupted again 
March 1 6 when Kenyan Lawrence Sifuna laid 
before parliament documents accusing the 
bank of trying to corrupt leading Kenyan 
officials in attempts to influence the results of 
the investigation. 

Sifuna's documents — apparently gained 
with tbe help of the bank's aggrieved Kenyan 
employees — indicated that the bank had 
loaned three million shillings ($300,000) and 
one million shillings ($100,000) to 
Attorney-General Joseph Kamere and 
Labor Minister Titus Mbathi, respectively, at 
the time of the investigation into the bank. 

The documents also named leading Asian 
public officials, the assistant police 
prosecutor in tbe attorn ey-generaT s office 
and the assistant police commissioner in 
charge of the investigation as having been 
advanced a total of nearly oae-mfllion shil- 
lings by the bank at the time" the inquiry.

MANILA, April 12 (AFP) — A mix- 
ture of two percent coconut oil and 98 
percent diesel oil will be used to power 
vehicles in this country from July, it was 
announced here Monday. 

The government, which is giving finan- 
cial aid for the blending process, said 
“cocodiesel" will save $19 million a year 
on diesel imports and also give a boost to 
the nation's distressed coconut industry. 

Trials have been carried out on trains, 
buses and military vehicles. Government 
engineers say that adding a little coconut 
oil makes no difference to performance. 

Initially, the energy ministry has 
ordered 60,000 tons annually from 
Unicom, the largest firm in the coconut oil 
business.

While not even the most optimistic 
India supporters, including the bosses of the 
AO-Jodia Football Federation, will claim that 
India has a definite chance of the gold medal, 
their hopes have been raised somewhat by 
the. country’s spirited showing in the inaugu- 
ral Jawaharlal Nehru Gold Cup tournament 
in Calcutta. 

India was never given any chance of reach- 
ing the final of this six-nation tournament, 
particularly after the mediocre* fere dished 
outby the country’s leading footballers at the 
38th National Football Championship which 
concluded atTiicbur on January 31. Even the 
draw India earned against China and South 
Korea, the other Asian countries in the tour- 
nament and leading contenders for the Asian 
Games gold medal, were rather unexpected. 

Knowledgeable observers of the game fed 
that the AlFFs move in picking 29 ’national 
players’ after the Nationals, barring them 
front local tournaments, and putting them 
through a program of intensive coaching in 
preparation for the Games has already begun 
to ptty dividends.

However, both the coaches and the players 
will need to put in herculean efforts if India is 
to have a chance of winning a medal at the 
Asian Games. Being the host country, India 
can have a reasonable hope of qualifying for 
the quarterfinal league at the Games, by 
being drawn in the comparatively easier 
group in the preliminary round matches. 

India was perhaps the strongest footbaO- 
playing cdbntoy in Asia in the early fifties and 
demonstrated this by winning the First Asian 
Games football title at New Delhi in 1951. 
India repeated the performance at Jakarta in 
1962, winning a historic victory in front of a 
hostile crowd. 

But this victory was mainly due to a stroke 
of genius on the part of India’s veteran coach, 
the late S.A. Rahim. Rahim ordered deep 
defender Jarnail Singh to play as a striker in 
that match, and it was Jarnail who scored the 


match-winning goal. 


India needs imaginative coaches likft 
Rahim today if the country is to arrest the 
steady decline in the standard of the game 
since the sixties. Although it has been served 
by several good coaches since then, many of 
them have been more a problem than a help 
in the task of building up a strong team. As-wr 
A1FF official admitted at" Tricfaor, the . coac- 
hes have been divided, not on coaching met- 
hods, but on some personal issues. This Jed to 
the resignation of one of the assistant coac- 


hes, Hakim. 

But all is said to be well now between the 
AIFF and the coaches after the con trotting 
body, following long hours of discussion at 
Trichur, evolved the formula under which 
P.K. Banerjee was designated National 
Coach and Hakim and Anm Ghosh were 
named joint coaches.

It also remains to be seen whether the 
AIFF is able to enforce Its decision not to 
allow the 29 ’national player^ chosen for 
coaching to take part in any tournament till 
the end of the Asian Games. Last year, too, a 
similar decision had been taken, but the AIFF 
beat a hasty retreat in the face of the pressure 
exerted by the powerful Calcutta clubs. Many 
of the top players ignored the AIFF directive. 

There can be little room tor criticism ofthe 
selection of tbe 29 players, 20 of whom were 
chosen to play in tbe Nehru tournament The 
best players from among the available talent 
have been selected, except for the exclusion 
of Bengal's Subrata Bh attach arjee, the best 
deep defender seen in the National. The 
relegation of Punjab’s PanninderSigh, one of 
the best wing halves in the country, to the 
reserve list also is difficult to justify. 

The exclusion of Subrata Bhattacharjee 
and relegation of Parminder Singh have to be 
seen against the background of the pathetic 
standard of the half line and deep defence 
today.

Stadler claims Masters 


AUGUSTA, Georgia, April 12 (AP) — 
Craig Stadler, after blowing six-shot lead, 
won the 46th Masters Golf title in a sudden- 
death playoff Sunday by beating Dan Pohl 
with a routine par on the first extra hole. 

The chunky Stadler and Pohl, a career 
non-winner, finished the regulation 72 boles 
with matching scores of 284, four strokes 
under par on the 6.903 yards of testing, rol- 
ling hills that make up the famed Augusta 
National Golf Club course. 

Stadler, a front-runner over the first 17 
holes of the final round, had a chance to win it 
outright but three-putted for a bogey on the 
18th, setting up the playoff. 

They went to the 10th, a 485-yard par-4 
and possibly the toughest hole on the course. 
Both drove in the fairway. Stadler put his 
approach on the green, some 20-25 feet 
(6-7.6 meters) below the pin. Pohl missed the 
green to the right, in the fringe. 

Pohl, who had come from deep, deep in the 
pack with closing rounds of 67 and 67, used 
his putter and left the first one about 6-S feet 
short. Stadler, who was six strokes in front 
before he faltered badly on the last nine holes 
of regulation play, calmlyran his first putt up . 
to within inches of the cup and tapped in for 
the par. 

Pohl, with one of the world’s big four titles 
on the line, missed his par-putt while Stadler 
watched, leaning on his putter and betraying 
no hint of emotion as the ball slid by the cup 
and made him a winner. 

Stadler, who had opened the day with a 
three-stroke lead, built that margin to an 
impressive six-shot advantage by the turn, 
then played the back nine in a fat 40i includ- 
ing the critical. 3-putt bogey on the final hole. 

Stadler. 28, who now joins defending 
title-holder Tom Watson as the only two- 
time winners on the tour this season, played 
his last round in 73. But it was a sharply 
divided round — a veiy solid 33 on the ftont, 
a struggling, scrambling, 4-ovcr-par 40 on 
the back when Stadler seemed suddenly to 
become prey to Murphy's law — what can go 
wrong will go wrong. 

He thrashed his way out of bunkers. He 
threc-puttcd. He drove in|o pivots. He watc- 


hed at least two shots back far off the glass- 
slick greens. In the end, he was faced with the 
necessity ofaparonthe 1 8th to win the green 
jacket that goes to the winner. 

And he put his approach on the green, some 
1 8 feet (5-m) from the flag. Two putts and he 
was a winner. But his first one, up a slope, 
stopped some 6-8 feet (1-2 m) short. And he 
missed the next one, the one he had to have to 
avoid a playoff, on the high side. 

The victory, Stadler* s first in a major, was 
worth 564,000 and pushed his season’s earn- 
ings to $211,557. high on the PGA tour this 
year., 

‘"Seve Ballesteros of Spain, the 1980 Mas- 
tenfehamp, birdied the last hole from about 
25 feet to finish off a 71 that enabled hi m to 
tie Jerry Pate for third at 285, a single shot 
out of the playoff.

Mehta and Rohri were clearly the top two ■■ 
in the final standings. Rally officials said, but - 
the full results were not immediately posted 
in the Nairobi control center. The rest of the 
cars in the sharply diminished field of around *■ 
20, out of an original 73. were expected to be 
straggling in all afternoon. ' ••• 

Mehta, a Nairobi millionaire who drives ’ ’ 
mostly as a pastime, first won the grueling-* 
Safari Rally in 1973 and then in 1979, 1980 
and 1981 before Monday's victory. 

The Mehta family, of Indian extraction^ *' 
made a fortune with sugar cane plantations it 
used to hold in neighboring Uganda. Mehta, 
36, was born in Uganda when it was still a 
British colony and holds a British passport.

Peace rally 


SAN SALVADOR, April 12 (R) — One- 
third of El Salvador was plunged into dark- 
ness Sunday night when left-wing guerrillas 
blew up electricity pylons in three of the 
country’s provinces, military sources said 

* Monday. The blackout bad affected all of 
'eastern El Salvador, the sources added. They 

gave no further details. 

The military authorities said 17 guerrillas 
had been killed in an explosion in a leftist 
camp in Morazan province cm El Salvador's 
bonier with Honduras. Survivors had fled 
leaving behind large quantities of weapons, 
the authorities added. 

„ They said dynamite had caused the blast 
but gave no details of the circumstances in 
which it exploded. The latest incidents in El 
Salvador’s dvfl war, in which an estimated 
33,000 persons have been killed in the last 
two years, came after a period of relative 
calm during the last few days. 

Meanwhile, the country enters a decisive 
phase this week with the scheduled formation 
of the Constituent Assembly and a new 
government. The 60 deputies to the assembly 
elected last March by 1 J5 milli on voters are to 
take their seats Tuesday. 

The assembly’s inauguration by President 
Napoleon Duarte will most probably take 
place the following day, so as to end as 
quickly as possible tire political crisis created 
by the victory of the coalition of El Salvador’ s 
five extreme right parties over Duarte's 
rigtat-of-center Christian Democrats. The left 
ran no candidates in the election. 

Indonesians 
ban magazine 

JAKARTA, April 12 (AFP) —The Indo- 
nesian government has banned the influential 
magazine Tempo for security reasons as of 
Monday, an Information Ministry spokes- 
man said. Information Minister Gen. Ali 
Murtopo has issued a decree suspending the 
magazine’s publication permit on the grou- 
nds that the magazine has violated a consen- 
sus with the government by publishing news 
' reports which could create unrest in the 
community, the spokesman added. 

The weekly was blamed for its reports 
about the election campaign, including repo- 
rts about the March 18 riots, incidents in 
Yogyakarta and solo and student disturban- 
ces at the University of Indonesia- over the 
last week. 

Tenppo, the biggest news weekly here with a 
circulation of 90,000 has some 220 employ- 
ees, including 120 journalists all over Indon- 
esia. The weekly, reputed for its balanced 
analyses has published in-depth political stor- 
ies since it was founded in 1971, and has 
never been banned before. 

Sotelo arrives 
for Athens talks 

MATHENS, April 12 (AP) — Spanish 
Premier Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo arrived 
Monday on a two-day official visit for talks 
with Greek officials on Spain's plans to join 
NATO and the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC). 

Greek Premier Andreas Papandreou wel- 
comed Calvo Sotelo and his foreign minister, 

* Jose Pedro Perez Llorca, at Athens airport, a 
government spokesman said. The Spanish 

* premier was then received by President Con- 
stantine Karamanlis, the spokesman said. 

The two premiers were opening talks over 
a working lunch and were scheduled to hold 
another round of discussions Monday night. 
Government sources said talks would focus 
jon Spain applications to join NATO and the 
.EEC. 

Greek dockers strike 

ATHENS, April 12 (AFP) — Shipping at 
Piraeus. Greece's busiesr port, wasat a stand- 
still Monday as 2.500 dockers began a three- 
day strike on wages and other issues. 

The walkout followed a one-day strike last 
Tuesday. A dockers’ union spokesman said 
further talks with the Merchant Marine 
Ministry produced no settlement. The men 
are seeking a 32 percent pay rise and an 
increase of five percent, to 10 percent, in 

* .length of service bonuses. 


The right wing is intent on taking over as 
fast as possible from the present four-man 
junta, brought to power by a military coup in 
October, 1979. 

In the assembly, the five parties have 36 
seats, and outside of the house have the sup- 
port of a sixth right-wing party that was 
unable to participate in the election.

No comment 
was obtainable from the coalition about 
chances for a “government of national 
union” in which it would share power with 
the Christian Democrats, as desired by 
Washi ng ton.

what shape the executive would take. Pos- 
sibilities earlier suggested were a tandem of a 
civilian president flanked by a military vice 
presidents triumvirate of two military men 
and a civilian who would head it, and a 
four-man junta representing the Christian 
Democrats, the two front-running parties in 
the coalition and one armed forces represen- 
tative.

Ecevit, three times prime minis- 
ter in the decade before the 1980 military 
coup, has already spent two months in jail for 
giving stories to the foreign press. He also

Treated as animals ^ 

Stowaway narrates ordeal in Vietnam 


NEW DELHI, April 12 (AFP) — A 
young Vietnamese nearly froze to death in a 
successful bid to escape Vietnam last week, 
when he stowed away in the cargo bold of a 
Lufthansa aircraft he thought was beaded 
for Hong Kong and West Germany. 

One of about 20 such-escapees granted 
official refugee status here, Nguyen Quoc 
Cong. 22, was a soldier employed at Hanoi 
airport. Upon his arrival here, he said he 
dreamed of leading a free life and not being 
treated “as an animal. ” 

On April 7, five hours after the plane 
took off, Cong arrived at New Delhi airport, 
unconscious and partly frozen. Speaking in 
Vietnamese, Cong described bow be disco- 
vered that he had not quite escaped Viet- 
nam after all.' 

“When I opend my eyes, two Vietnamese 
told me that my excapade would be par- 
doned if I said that I had been locked up in 
the plane unawares, and that I wanted to 
return to Vietnam. If not, I could be killed 
right here. 1 was extremely afraid. 1 almost 
said yes.” 

“Then byq Indian policemen took me off 
to interrogate me. I understood that they 
were asking me whether I wanted to return 
to Vietnam or stay. As I speak English 
badly, I pointed to the plane and then pas- 
sed my hand under my throat to make them 
.understand what would await me if I 


returned,” he said. 

- They understood, and alerted the 
.authorities and the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR). 
Granted the status of a political refugee, he 
is currently staying at a Buddhist mission 
near New Delhi with the 20 or so other 
Indochinese who also took their chances 
.as clandestine passengers on flights that 
passed through Ho Chi Minh City, formerly 
Saigon. 

They are now awaiting visas for resettle- 
ment in third countries. Giving his view of 
the world, Cong said, “there are free coun- 
tries where one can earn one's living, eat 
away one’s hunger and become rich. 

“And there are the Socialist countries 
where one is deprived of freedom and food 
and where one can only work for the party.” 
He regards France as a Socialist country like 
Vietnam, and does not want to go there. 
The United States, he saitk would not want 
him because he was not ari Important per- 
son, did not speak English and never 
worked for an American company. 

West Germany is the country he would 
like to call home.“The Lufthansa pilots are 
friendly and gave me their address. I also 
have a friend from Haiphong who has lived 
somewhere there for five years.” Cong said 
he was in high school until the age of 17. His 


father is a Communis t Party official — ^the 
reason, he said, he was deployed at Hanoi 
airport, rather than on combat duty. 

He said army service lasted four years in 
Vietnam and provided the government with 
cheap labor. “The salary was 25 dong a 
month (about $8), the food insufficient, the 
clothing bad, and no holidays. “We are like 
animals.” 

Cong said he first thought of escape a 
year ago when Lufthansa flights started 
landing at Hanoi every two and a half 
months. He mentioned the idea to his girl- 
friend, who worked as a cook in a city res- 
taurant. She told him rather to stop dream- 
ing, and work. He said he was afraid to 
mention the idea 1 to anyone because every- 
body is scared of everyone else. All that was 
known of the world in Vietnam was that the 
radio or the official daily Nhan Dan told 
people, he said. At night people hide under 
their blankets to listen to the British Broad- 
casting Corporation or Voice of America 
broadcasts in Vietnamese. If one is caught, 
one gets hard labor, he said.

Solidarity planning underground broadcast 


WARSAW, April 12 (AP) — “Radio 
Solidarity a new organization apparently 
formed recently was planning to broadcast its 
first underground program Monday since last 
December’s declaration of martial law but 
some technicians questioned its chances of 
success. 

Small, typed notices appeared on churches 
and building walls here over the weekend, 
announcing the broadcast, which could inc- 
lude a message from Warsaw Solidarity 
leader Zbigniew Bujak. would be aired at 9 
p.m. (1900 GMT) over “FM” radio. 

The planned broadcast, if aired without 
jamming by the authorities would be one of 


the more fragrant acts of defiance by Solidar- 
ity since the clampdown. 

By late Sunday afternoon there had been 
no official attacks on the planned broadcast, 
possibly reflecting the authorities’ certain 
desire not to want to give the planned prog- 
ram unwanted publicity. 

The announcements of the program asked 
people to “follow the instructions given in the 
program. That will let us find out what was 
the scope and quality of the broadcast.”

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BELGRADE, April 12 (AP) — Yugolavia
